SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


“EXPOUNDING. THE. LAW 


Beyond the Jordan, in the land 
of Moab, took Moses upon him 
to expound this law, saying. ‘ 
(Deut. i, 5.) 


N the days of his 

God had said to Moses: 

“Come up to Me into the 
mount, and be there; and I will 
give thee the tables of stone, the 
law and the commandment, which 
I have written, that thou mayest 
teach them.” (Exod, xxiv, 12.) The 
commentators endeavoured to 
explain what was meant by law 
and commandment. Sforno com- 
mented that Moses -was sum- 
moned to stay on Mount Sinai 
in order to receive instruction in 
the theory and the practice of 
Israel's faith so that he might 
be, in furn, better equipped to 
educate and inspire his people.

PROGRESSIVES’ THREE TASKS 


President’s Analysis of Judaism” 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


‘Progressive Judaism would grow 
only as fast as it deserved, its new 
leader, Rabbi Dr. Solomon Freehof, 
told a meeting of adherents at the 
Liberal Jewish Synagogue in 
John’s Wood, | 

Dr. Freehof---the first American to 
become President of the World Union 
for Progressive Judaism—said that 
none of the three existing trends in 
Judaism could ever become “ the 
whole of Judaism.” 

There would always be an. Ortho- 
doxy, he stated, “and bless God for 
it.” because out of its ranks wotld 
come forth dedicated young men who 
would segregate themselves for the 
purpose of deep Jewish learning.

Speaking. of the prospects of their 
own movement (which unites both: 
Liberal and Reform synagogues), Dr. 
Freehof' said that Hs growth

Judaism. ..the three’ outstanding 


achievements of the ancient Jewish 


tradition——congregational worship of 
God, widely diffused education, and 
service’ to  fellow-men based. upon 
Jewish ethical: teachings. 

Dr. Freehof stated that “ worship 


by a congregation

the Central library (which the Ameri 
can Technion Society was providing 
for) and the Senate House—" the 
administrative and nerve centre of the 
whole city ’—-which was. to be an 
entirely British responsibility, It 
would bear the name of the late Sir 
Louis Stirling. 

Another of the British Governors 


of the Technion, Mr. S. J, Birn, stated 


that the new project would require 
over £250,000, which was more than 


they had spent dn the building of the 


Churchill Auditorium (£225,000). It 
was to be raised over the next few 
years. 

“Mr, Birn, who, with. Mr, B. Shine, 
is also Joint Treasurér of the Society, 
reported that during 1959 it had raised 
£130,000, compared with only £60,000 
in the preceding year. Even if allow- 
oy were made for the windfall of 

2,000, which. had been granted to 
them by the Humanitarian Trust, last 
year’s results were still an improve- 
ment over 1958. The more welcome, 
since 1959 “was if parts a troubled 
year.”

For all that the performers were _ 


handicapped, this was one of the best 
school displays. have seen. Its 
various items, including an. uproarious. 
skit’ on. television’s “ Emergency — 
Ward Ten” brimmed over. with 
enthusiasm and visual humour. The 
audience: was particularly impressed 
by a folk-dancing display in. which 
girls im -colourful peasant — dresses 
danced. with remarkable precision to 
the music they could not hear, 

It-is perhaps surprising to realise 
that this school, at present occupied 
by 42 pupils aged between three and 
sixteen, has vacancies “going beg- 
ging "--and not merely because there 


-are not enough-deaf children to fill 


them. According to Miss. Hilda 
Schlesinger, who presided, the school 
enjoys a fine reputation abroad (its 
pupils, in fact,-are drawn from many 
countries), but is less well. known in 
Anglo- -Jewry.

PERSIA AND | 
ISRAEL 


THE recent statement by the Shah 


of Persia on relations with Israel 


and the ensuing Arab reaction are 


extremely instructive. In principle 
the Shah said little that was new, 
since Persia has always recognised 
the State of Israel. ‘Several years 
ago during the Mossadeq régime 
the Persian Government closed 
its diplomatic offices in Tel Aviv, 
ostensibly on grounds of expense, 
but largely owing to Arab pressure.
